Cascade  Iron  Company 

UP  North  Notes  #2 
By:  Dave  Gelwicks 


If  one  desires  a daunting  collecting  task,  try  finding  the  elusive  notes  from 
the  iron  mines  of  the  Marquette,  MI,  Iron  Range.  Locating  them  is  the 
main  task,  but  to  find  these  notes  in  pristine  condition  may  be  equivalent  to 
purchasing  a large-sum  winning  lottery  ticket. 
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There  are  three  examples  from  the  Cascade  Iron  Company,  Negaune, 
Michigan  shown  in  this  article.  The  $1  and  $2  ‘B’  plate  notes  are  shown 
along  with  an  ‘A’  plate  $3  example  of  both  the  front  and  back  of  that  note. 
The  $5  note  is  not  shown.  It  appears  that  both  an  ‘A’  and  a ‘B’  plate  of  all  4 
currency  values  were  printed  although  Dr.  Lee  does  not  list  the  SI  ‘B’  plate 
in  his  book.  Each  note  measures  approximately  1 8 cm  x 7.7  cm. 
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A challenge,  which  may  equal  locating  these  notes,  is  to  find  factual 
information  regarding  these  early  iron  mines.  Both  copper  and  iron  mining 
actually  began  in  the  late  1840’s  in  Michigan’s  Upper  Peninsula.  However,  it 
seems  that  articles  are  more  readily  available  regarding  the  Copper  Country 
mines  relative  to  finding  the  facts  and  historical  data  regarding  the  Iron 
Range  mines. 


These  three  notes  list  the  town  of  Negaune  on  each  note.  The  Jackson  Iron 
Company  settled  in  the  area  as  the  first  iron  mine  in  1846.  The  government 
issued  a post  office  to  Neganee  on  January  21,  1858  and  the  name  was 
changed  to  the  current  spelling  of  Negaunee  a month  later.  “Negaunee”  was 
the  Chippewa  Indian  word  for  “pioneer”.  The  name  change  all  occurred 
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prior  to  Cascade  incorporating  in  1869  and  becoming  the  Pittsburgh  and 
Lake  Superior  Mining  Company  in  1875. 


A simple  glance  at  the  1869-1873  Geological  Survey  of  Michigan  (shown 
below)  can  stir  the  interest  of  any  Michigan  mining  collector  of  scrip,  stocks 
or  ephemera.  How  many  of  these  mines  are  represented  in  your  collection?

My  Trip  to  Memphis

This  year’s  trip  to  Memphis  for  the  big  paper  money  show  was  a bit 
different.  My  traveling  companion  was  tied  up  with  other  family  obligations 
and  since  because  of  eye  sight  complications,  I no  longer  drive;  that  meant 
a trip  by  air.  I made  early  arrangements,  and  that  probably  saved  me  some 
cash,  as  I heard  numerous  complaints  about  the  rising  air  fare  rates.  At  any 
rate  I flew  out  of  Central  Wisconsin  Airport  from  Wausau  to  Minneapolis 
where  I had  a three  hour  wait  for  my  flight  to  Memphis.  Once  on  the  ground 
in  Memphis  I took  a cab  to  the  Marriott  Convention  hotel  where  I had 
booked  a room.  I got  in  about  6:30  pm  and  was  delighted  to  bump  into  Lee 
DeGood,  a PMCM  member,  who  was,  along  with  Larry  Falater,  going  to 
share  a room  with  me. 

Since  Larry,  Lee  and  I have  been  to  numerous  shows,  we  know  how  to  enjoy 
leisure  time  in  Memphis.  The  auction  which  was  already  in  session  held 
nothing  of  interest  to  any  of  us  so  we  embarked  on  a Trolley  Car  ride  to  relax 
and  in  this  case  cool  off.  Normally  the  weather  in  Memphis  in  June  can  be 
described  in  three  words:  Hot  and  Humid!  To  our  surprise  it  was  about  85 
degrees  with  no  real  show  of  humidity.  What  a treat  the  ride  was.  The 

Trolley  route  circles  around  from  the  hotel  down  to  the  waterfront  and  runs 
along  the  Mississippi  River,  past  Mud  Island  and  goes  a mile  or  so  up  river 
before  looping  back  to  Main  Street  and  the  hotel.  Refreshed  by  the  ride  we 
retired  to  our  room  and  went  to  sleep  fairly  early. 

Early  Friday  morning  we  were  up  for  the  7:30  am  SPMC  “Bill  Boehm” 
Breakfast.  This  was  a great  SI 5 buffet  breakfast  sponsored  and  a bit 
underwritten  by  SPMC.  Mark  Anderson,  President  and  also  PMCM  member 
advised  us  that  the  cost  would  probably  go  up  next  year,  but. . ..it  is  truly  a 
good  breakfast,  made  great  by  the  raffle.  Wendell  Wolka  was,  once  again, 
the  dynamic  and  entertaining  raffle  commentator.  Prizes  are  donated  by 
members  and  some  are  ok,  some  are  even  pretty  good,  but  Wendell’s  running 
commentary  is  hilarious.  You  really  have  to  be  there  to  appreciate  it.  The 
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Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors  is  in  good  shape  due  to  the  hard  work 
of  members  like  Mark  Anderson,  Benny  Bolin,  Frank  Clark  and  a host  of 
others  who  are  truly  dedicated  members.  If  you  don’t  already  belong  to 
SPMC,  consider  it,  as  the  magazine  alone  is  worth  the  price  of  admission. 
Edited  by  Fred  Reed  it  is  probably  the  best  paper  money  magazine  available. 
We  adjourned  around  9:00  AM,  well  fed,  amused  and  ready  to  start  the  day. 

Early  on  I registered,  got  my  wrist  band  and  paid  my  $20.  Since  it  is  now  a 
privately  owned  (Lyn  Knight)  show,  there  are  not  a great  many  volunteers 
and  Lyn  has  to  pay  the  bills  and  the  hired  help.  The  show  seemed  a bit 
smaller  than  last  year,  but  the  economy  has  to  be  taken  into  account  and 
there  were  more  than  enough  dealers  to  satisfy  my  shopping  needs.  My 
first  stop  was  at  the  booth  of  Pam  West  a World  Currency  dealer  who 
comes  all  the  way  from  England  for  the  show.  I was  hoping  she’d  have  the 
new  Jubilee  notes  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  and  she  did.  The  primary  one  for 
me  was  the  100  pound  Jersey  Jubilee.  She  also  had  it  in  Specimen  and  I 
questioned  her  as  to  the  merits  of  the  Specimen.  Pam  told  me  that  they  only 
printed  100  Specimens  as  opposed  to  a general  printing  of  200.  I bought 
both,  thinking  this  might  even  be  a nice  investment.  I also  purchased  a 
1 0 pound  Jubilee  note  from  Scotland  with  excellent  portraits  of  a current 
Queen  and  the  youthful  one.  A 20  pound  note  from  Guernsey  finished  off 
my  Jubilee  purchases.  I visited  a bit  with  Larry  and  Lee  at  Larry’s  Stocks, 
Bonds  and  Obsolete  Table  across  the  aisle  from  Pam  and  left  in  pursuit  of 
Silver  Certificates. 

I recently  decided  to  enlarge  my  Silver  Certificate  set.  I have  all  the  1935 
group  notes  in  a type  format:  a regular  note  and  a star.  I have  decided  to 
seek  the  rest  of  the  stars  and  perhaps  put  together  an  exhibit  of  1935  stars. 
My  first  stop  was  at  Dean  Oakes  table.  There  I found  the  1935  E stars  I 
needed,  the  *E  and  the  *F,  with  a 1957  *D  for  good  measure.  That  is  the 
toughest  of  1957  stars  and  I was  quite  pleased  with  the  price  I paid.  I found 
a 1935D  Wide  C at  another  table  and  then  visited  PMCM  member  Robert 
Azpiazu’s  booth  where  I found  a tough  1935 A *B.  It  was  a really  nice  AU 
and  I decided  all  my  notes  don’t  have  to  be  Gems.  I also  found  a 1935D 
Narrow  *B  and  *C.  No  one  had  the  Wide  *B,  however  and  that  might  be  a 
good  thing,  as  it  retails  for  $900  in  Ch,  CU.  I was  told  by  everybody  that  it 
is  a really  tough  star.  I continue  to  look  for  the  elusive  1935  Mule  star,  the 
ultimate  in  Silver  Certificate  rarity.  My  hope  is  to  find  one  in  low  grade  in  a 
junk  box  some  day. 

I then  stopped  at  Don  Olmstead’s  Canadian  table.  I had  met  Don  last 
summer  at  the  Canadian  National  Convention  in  Windsor,  Ontario  and  I was 
interested  in  adding  to  my  Canadian  Small  Size  Charter  Bank  collection.  No 
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luck  in  that  department,  but  I did  get  a $50  Owl  and  the  $100  Canada  Goose 
for  my  Canadian  bird  collection. 

Then  my  luck  really  kicked  in.  I visited  long  time  PMCM  member  and 
FRN  trader,  Mike  Crabb.  I looked  through  his  FRN’s  looking  for  tough  $5 
Minneapolis  stars.  I found  a VG/Fine  1934  Mule  star.  This  concluded  my 
1934  Minneapolis  group  and  I was  pretty  happy  at  finding  a Minneapolis 
star.  I then  proceeded  to  canvass  the  show  looking  for  Minneapolis  $5  stars. 
I asked  at  one  of  the  last  unsearched  tables  if  they  had  any  Minneapolis 
$5  stars.  The  dealer  said  “Which  ones?”  and  I responded,  “Oh,  1928,  for 
one.”  He  said  ”No.”  and  a gentleman  sitting  at  his  table  and  doing  business 
with  him  said,  “I  have  one,  can  I show  it  to  him?”  The  dealer  said  yes,  and 
my  new  best  friend  said,  “It’s  not  a real  high  grade.”  I answered  by  saying 
“Then  I can  probably  afford  it.”  Sure  enough  it  was  a well  circulated  but 
nice  for  the  grade  Fine  15  or  so  9 star  of  1928.  We  settled  on  a price  and  my 
show  became  a great  success. 

After  that  episode  I had  a sandwich  for  lunch  and  chit  chatted  with  my 
Georgia  friend  Mack  Martin.  Mack  is  a world  class  exhibitor  and  we  have 
enjoyed  each  other’s  company  for  5 or  6 years  at  Central  States,  Fun  and  the 
ANA.  I then  wandered  around  talking  with  various  collectors  and  dealers 
trying  to  get  a grip  on  the  climate  of  the  show  for  my  column  in  Bank  Note 
Reporter.  Along  the  way  I managed  a brief  conversation  with  David  Harper 
who  was  representing  Krause  Publications  and  Bank  Note  Reporter  at  the 
show.  Bob  Van  Ryzin,  the  editor  of  BNR  had  been  scheduled  to  attend,  but 
a bout  with  surgery  had  left  him  recovering  back  home  in  Wisconsin  and 
unable  to  make  the  show. 

Back  looking  for  notes  I stopped  at  the  table  of  PMCM  member  Joe  Peruski 
of  Monroe,  Michigan.  Joe  sold  me  a low  grade  (the  only  one  he  had)  City 
of  Detroit  Mayor  and  Alderman  note  of  the  1 8 3A  cents  denomination.  It 
was  issued  on  my  daughter’s  birthday,  so  one  day,  I will  gift  it  to  her.  Joe 
has  a nice  inventory  of  Michigan  notes  and  would  be  a good  fellow  to  look 
up  at  the  Michigan  State  Show  in  November.  At  the  end  of  the  day,  Larry, 
Lee,  New  Orleans  dealer  Larry  March,  and  PMCM  friend  and  member  Bill 
Rau  of  Frankenmuth  and  I journeyed  to  the  Spaghetti  Palace  for  a good  but 
modestly  priced  meal.  Dinner  conversation  was  thoroughly  enjoyable  and 
we  headed  back  to  the  hotel  where  Larry,  Lee  and  I visited  in  the  lobby  and 
chewed  the  fat  even  more  up  in  our  room. 

Up  and  at  them  early  Saturday,  we  went  out  for  breakfast  and  found  a 
pleasant  place  to  eat  before  once  again  entering  the  fray.  I checked  out  the 
Exhibits  and  was  not  surprised  to  see  that  Martin  Delger,  another  PMCM

veteran,  had  done  his  usual  great  job  of  assembling  displays  of  all  sorts  and 
all  of  high  quality.  My  favorite  was  a Chattanooga  display  that  featured 
railroad  tracks  and  cars  winding  their  way  through  case  after  case  of 
Chattanooga  Obsoletes. 

I continued  visiting  and  enjoying  right  up  to  dinner  time  when  I had  a Pulled 
Pork  Bar  B Q dinner  prior  to  the  Large  Size  and  National  Bank  Note  Lyn 
Knight  auction.  There  had  been  auctions  each  night  of  the  show,  but  this 
one  held  a German  National  Bank  of  Wausau  note  that  interested  me  even 
though  it  was  the  second  to  the  last  note  of  the  evening.  Too  bad  I don’t 
collect  Alabama  Nationals,  I could  get  to  bed  earlier! 

At  the  auction,  things  progressed  in  a timely  fashion.  Internet  bidders 
can  slow  things  down  at  a live  auction,  but  most  of  the  notes  were  already 
bid  on  by  internet  participants  and  if  there  was  no  action  in  the  room  the 
lots  went  by  pretty  quickly.  There  was  spirited  interest  in  Arkansas  notes. 
New  Hampshire  notes  were  hotly  contested,  as  Boston  dealer  Tom  Denly 
represented  a client  by  telephone  and  achieved  considerable  success  for  his 
customer.  I noticed  that  lower  grade  first  Charter  Aces  seemed  to  go  fairly 
inexpensively,  with  some  trading  at  the  $500  level  or  even  a tad  lower. 

There  were  a number  of  Wisconsin  notes,  but  I controlled  myself  and  only 
bid  on  the  Wausau  note.  I was  successful  and  the  auction  concluded  at  a 
little  after  1 1 pm. 

Larry  and  Lee  left  for  home  Saturday  afternoon,  so  I returned  to  my  room 
alone  and  was  asleep  shortly.  In  the  morning  I had  time  for  a leisurely 
breakfast  at  the  hotel  and  went  over  to  the  Show  shortly  after  9:00  am.  I 
visited  a bit  and  purchased  some  BEP  vignettes  featuring  vignettes  on  notes 
I will  never  be  able  to  afford  and  then  went  on  to  visit  Robb  Kravitz  at  his 
table  which  featured  wonderful  Fractional  currency.  While  sitting  there  we 
both  purchased  a $500  Confederate  Bond  from  a Fractional  club  member 
who  had  bought  a small  hoard.  Things  were  slowing  down  pretty  quickly 
and  I left  for  the  airport  about  noon.  Things  went  smoothly  and  I arrived 
home  about  7:30  pm  after  a layover  in  the  Minneapolis  airport.  It  was  nice 
to  get  home,  but  I will  remember  this  Memphis  show  as  one  of  my  most 
enjoyable.
